THE "TBIBCNE" AND IIASWE.U-. 
The people of Oakland generally 


are familiar with the course of the 
TKIBCNE since it started. They koow 
that it has always been outspoken up- 
on all matters ol local interest, and 
tearless iu denouncing whatever ap- 
peared Injurious to the welfare of Oak- 
land, friey know thai wben the first 
ripple o' the great temperance wave, 
wliicu hail Inundated the East, broke 
upon the Fuciflc fchore, UieTniuosE 
gave the Reform a hearty welcome. 
For weeks the TBIBUNE was the only 
papei in Oakland ibatdared to encour- 
aje the "crusaders," as were termed 
the ladies who inaugurated and atten- 
ded the Temperance Player Meetings 
While the "prominent" press ol Oak- 
land hesitated, afraid of incurring the 
enmity ol the liquor dealers, the TRI- 
BUNE editorially favored the tempei- 
anee cause and ireely and voluntarily 
opened its columns to the views, ex- 
pressed la communications, ot the 
champions of taat noble, Christian 
work. 


Later, when the "I/ooa! Option Lo« " 


was passed, we favored It, entirely up- 
on general principles, having been 
wholly uninformed in relation to its 
provisions. When, the other day, we, 
for the Hrst time, were able to pio- 
cure a copy of that law and carefully 
examine its provision:,, we found it 
hampered with inconsistencies, dis- 
criminating, unjust and simply out- 
rageous provisions, and our sense of 
justice caused us to recoil irom its sup- 
port. Desiring not to combat the la- 
dies who we knew were workin 5 sin- 
cerely and from the purest and high- 
est oi motives, however erroneous 
they might be, the THIBBSE had re- 
soived to remain a passive spectator of 
th&flght—an anomalous and awkward 
position for the TRIBUNE to occupy, 
but the only attitude we could consci- 
entiously assume that would tend to 
assist the excellenl.ladies who ore the 
prime movers In the present cam- 
paign. 


One of our Oakland merchants came 


to us with a communication and re- 
quested its publication. It was In- 
tended, he said, to show the effect 
which would be produced upon busi- 
ness In case " No License '* should pre- 
vail. II,was couched In gentlemanly 
language, and was a calm, dispassion- 
ate, reasonable article. The TRIBUNE 
eould not turn the gentleman away 
and refuse the request when it hal al- 
ready gnxntpd several similar favors 
to the other side, and the T-rticle was 
published, together with editorial ref- 
erence thereto, in which the-TRIBUNE 
advised " cairn consideration, dispas- 
sionate discussion and a thorough dis- 
semination df the argument upon 
the^aubjec^ pro and con.1' No assault 
was made by the editor upon the tem- 
perance cause or the Local Option 
Lew. 


Our surprise may be Imag'ned, when 


on ajtt-ndlng the mass meeting last 
evening, we heard the great temper- 
ance luminary and played-out polltl" 
cal hack Poo. Haswell of Sacramento, 


devote the whole evening to intemper- 
tte abuse of the editor of the TRIBUNE. 
Without quoting a line from our paper 
he constructed sentences from hia own 
false mind and attributed them to the 
editor ol the TKIBUSE. For two hours 
be stood before that audience and 
piled lie upon lie, until, had each pai- 
tlcuiar lie been u brick, he had uttered 
enough to have built a wall twenty 
feet high around the entire tent, and 
ttat, too .when he must have known 
that every person who hud read tiie 
TRIBONB wan silently condemning 
him for an Impudent, unprincipled, 
bald-faced liar. 


TJie TaiBUSE to-<lay occupies thn 


position itat first assumed. It is the 
champion of right; It is devoted to the 
best Interests of Oakland, it Is the 
friend of Temperance and Virtue, it 
is the loe of Vice In whatever form the 
hideous monster may appear; it will 
follow its honest convictions, even If 
it should be necessaiy to dely the 
whole of Oakland and a small portion 
of Sacramento; but it ib not in favor 
of the "No Licpnse" provisions of the 
Local Option Law. Tne friends oi 
that luw, through their favorite repre- 
sentative, Doc Haswell, have seen tit 
to mane an unpiovoked, uncalled for, 
attack upon the TRUHJNU. We take 
up the gage of battle and feuilessly 
enter the contest, and being in we 
shall endeavoi to bear ourselves in a 
manner that shall make our assailants 
bewaie of the TKIBOXE. Our^stan- 
clurd has been Hung to the breeze "and 
upon it is inscribed In plain unmis- 
takable cbaiactcrs 


LICENSE. 


THE Transcript,referring to theman- 


ife'it injustice of the Local Option 
Lnw, refers to Section 8, which pro- 
\ ides that if the majority of the votes 
cast at tue election provided to be held 
umlei the law, shall be " No Liceme,' 
then it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to sell 01 give cavay any spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors, in quantities 
of less loan live gallons, under a pen- 
ally of nol. less than twenty-fUe dol- 
lars lor th i flrst offense, and not less 
than fifty dollars for each subsequent 
offense, >r imprisonment, etc , says: 


"Now this Is » very stringent law, and 
piouibitB a perBou from giving a glass of 
wine to his friend at his own reeideme. It 
will cut off wine from all dinners, social 
gatherings*, evening culls, and, hi fact, on 
all occasions To e\eno.ffer a glass of wine 
to a friend, at one's own home, will subject 
the per»oii so offering to the fine imposed. 


Yes, and if a gentleman was com- 


pelled to entertain company nf his 
home, and should desire to treat them 
to some of oar harmless California 
winei, he would not dare to do it. Be- 
cause some sneak, like Haswell, 
migM be among his guests (for such 
characters will Intrude their disagree- 
aole presence even In respectable &o< 
cietyj who would drag the hospitable 
host beiore a magistrate. This is one 
ot the outrageous prov islons of the law; 
and was, with other inconsistencies, 
evidently Introduced lor the purpose 
of nullUjing the whole statute. 


IN his address upon the TBIBTJ»F. 
ast evening, Mr. Haswell departed 
from his subject once or twice to 
abuse our German fellow citizens. The 
TRIBUNE desires to inform theOak- 
and Germans that the abuse wa» en- 
tirely voluntary on the part of the Vac. 
We did not desire it. Our contract 
with that gentleman referred solely lo 
advertising the TRIBUNE With the 
exception of the derogatory remarks 
referred to, we have no fault to find 
with, the manner in which he pub- 
lished our papei, but it was a good 
joke on the community, who did not 
'uispect our ruse until the affair was 
over. 


THE TKIBCNE sent word to Haswell 


to come aiound and get Ills fee. The 
ser\!ces of a person who will labor 
zealously for two hours to advertise 
our little paper must not go unrequit- 
ed. We trust no feeling of modesty 
kill prevent the Doc from calling and 
etting that which he Is entitled to.
